GAAT COUNTRIES AGREE TO EXTEND PACT PERIOD 
The 25 nations who have subscribed to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade 
(GATT) have unanimously approved a resolution by which the tariff schedules agreed 
upon at the Geneva and Annecy meetings are to be prolonged beyond Jan. 1, 1951. 
After negotiations due to open Sept, 28 at Torquay, England, a protocol will be opened 
for signature, insuring full validity until Jan. 1, 1954, of the concessions resulting from 
the Geneva, Annecy and Torquay meetings. 


COSTA RICA—MODIFICATION OF TRADE AGREEMENT 


Notes were exchanged between the Department of State and the Embassy of Costa 
Rica pursuant to which the Government of the United States has agreed to waive, for a 
period of one year, beginning April 1, 1950, the provisions of Article 1 (export) of the 
existing trade agreement between the two countries, in order that Costa Rica may apply 
to imports from the United States of articles included in Schedule I of the trade agree- 
ment certain multiple exchange surcharges which are provided for in legislation pro- 
mulgated at San Jose, Costa Rica, on April 1. 

“Articles the growth, produce or manufacture of the United States of America, enumerated 
and described in Schedule I annexed to this Agreement and made a part thereof, shall, on their 
importation into the Republic of Costa Rica, be erempt from ordinary customs duties in excess 
of those set forth in the said Schedule. The said articles shall also be exempt from all other 
duties, tares, fees, charges or exactions, imposed on or in connection with importation, in excess 
of those imposed on the day of the signature of this Agreement or required to be imposed there- 
after under laws of the Republic of Costa Rica in force on the day of the signature of this 


Agreement.’

F EW OTHER MEN in the entire country have had as long and as fruitful a career in the foreign 
trade field as A. E. Pradillo, manager of the Foreign Department of the New Orleans Chamber 
of Commerce. For 43 years, Mr. Pradillo has dedicated his life, through consular and chamber of 
Commerce activity, to the promotion of world trade and international good will. He has been the 
director of a Chamber of Commerce Foreign Department longer than any other person in the 
United States and as the dean of this profession his counsel has been widely sought and his opinions 
highly respected. 

Mr. Pradillo was born in Mexico City on August 2!, 1886. His birth took place in the National 
Palace, the official residence of his father, General A. Pradillo, who at that time was the military 
governor of Mexico City. His mother was Carmen Sequeiro de Pradillo. The marriage of his parents 
was performed in the chapel which then existed in the National Palace. The Emperor Maximilian 
and the Empress Charlotte of Mexico served as witnesses at the wedding. Mr. Pradillo received 
his early education at private schools, including the Jesuit College in Mexico City. Later, he

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New Orleans—Leading Gulf Port

EW ORLEANS is essentially a ser- 

vice port, and in its development 
emphasis has been placed on the estab- 
lishment of facilities designed to serve its 
customers in an efficient and economic 
manner. That that objective has been 
accomplished is best indicated by the fact 
that following World War II, the United 
States Army declared the Port of New 
Orleans to be the most efficient and most 
economical of all of its ports of embarka- 
tion. 

The high ranking position which New 
Orleans now enjoys as a major world port 
indicates that the founders of that city 
were men of vision. It is apparent that 
they recognized the strategic geographical 
position with respect to transportation on 
the Mississippi and Missouri Rivers and 
their tributary systems. Perhaps, too, they 
envisioned the establishment of the great 
empire of the Mid-Continent-Mississippi 
Valley territory for which New Orleans 
today serves as the logical world gateway. 
Today this empire accounts for 40% of 
the total value of manufactured products 
in this country, 57% of its mineral pro- 
duction and has 75% of the country’s farm 
acreage. The hinterland area which the 
Port of New Orleans serves accounts for 
more than half of the total area of the 
United States, which is to say that the 
Port of New Orleans is the logical world 
gateway for more than half the country. 

Today, New Orleans is the second port 
of the nation in the value of exports and 
imports. So far as foreign trade is con- 
cerned, in both valuation and tonnage, the 
Port of New Orleans handles approxi- 
mately twice as much as the next ranking 
Gulf port.

The Foreign Department of the New 
Orleans Chamber of Commerce has worked 
constantly for the past 38 years toward 
the upbuilding of the Port of New Or- 
leans. It has worked ceaselessly during 
these many years in “selling” the ad- 
vantages of the port to its hinterland area 
and to other parts of the world, particu- 
larly the Latin American Republic. 

One of the principal sales arguments 
presented by the New Orleans Chamber is 
the differential in inland rates in favor of 
the port as compared with those on the east- 
ern seaboard. This differential is as high as 
25 percent in some instances and that 
economy plus the modern facilities of the 
Port of New Orleans has attracted many 
new customers and much new tonnage. 


New Orleans is first and foremost a 
port city. A careful study has revealed 
that 69 percent of the total income of New 
Orleans is derived either directly or in- 
directly from the operations of the port. 
Ninety-five percent of the business of the 
port comes from or goes to its hinterland 
area, emphasizing the gateway position 
enjoyed by New Orleans. In addition to 
the substantial differential already men- 
tioned, another important factor favoring 
the Port of New Orleans is that cargoes 
moving on export and/or import rates are 
free of any other charges, that is to say, 
these rates include deliveries on board 
ship or on freight cars on incoming car- 
goes. 

Much of the activity of the New Orleans 
Chamber of Commerce is devoted each 
year, through its Foreign Department, to 
the development of business for the Port 
of New Orleans. Periodically, it organizes

groups of men with wide experience in all 
phases of foreign trade to visit key cen- 
ters in its hinterland area. On these trips, 
with the active cooperation of the various 
local Chambers of Commerce, Foreign 
Trade Clinics are conducted and attended 
by large numbers of persons. These are 
strictly business sessions and such trim- 
mings as cocktail parties and banquets are 
eliminated. Their purpose is to demon- 
strate that there is, essentially, not much 
difference in engaging in foreign trade 
than in domestic trade and that many 
fertile markets are available in foreign 
fields. These clinics have been instrumental 
in creating a greater degree of foreign 
trade consciousness in the areas for which 
New Orleans serves as port-gateway and 
has resulted in many firms entering the 
foreign trade field for the first time. Com- 
prising the New Orleans group that con- 
duct such clinics are bankers, exporters, 
importers, freight forwarders, customs 
brokers, port authorities and others. These 
men take time out from their own busi- 
nesses and pay their own expenses, their 
principal reward coming from the realiza- 
tion that they are helping to build busi- 
ness for the Port of New Orleans, the 

principal economic lifeline of that city. 

It has also been a long established prac- 
tice of the New Orleans Chamber of Com- 
merce, through its Foreign Department, 
to sponsor good will trips into the hinter- 
land area and to Latin America. Leading 
business and professional men of the city 
participate in these trips so as to make 
new and better friends for the port and to 
tell the story of its many distinct ad- 
vantages. In recent years, the New Or- 
leans Chamber has been joined in such 
promotional efforts by the port authorities 
and by such new institutions as Interna- 
tional House and International Trade 
Mart. 

The New Orleans Chamber maintains 
close contact with similar institutions in 
other parts of this country and throughout 
the world. It compiles and makes available 
statistics on world trade. An important 
service rendered is that of securing repre- 
sentation for United States firms in for- 
eign countries and representation in this 
country for foreign firms. 

Weekly, the Chamber publishes in its 
official publication a list of the inquiries 
it has received from other parts of the 
world under the heading, Foreign Trade 
Opportunities. These inquiries are from 
firms or individuals who are seeking to 
buy or sell some product or service. This 
same information is passed on to 82 
Chambers of Commerce in the Mid-Conti- 
nent area for the benefit of their members. 

Another important activity of the For- 
eign Department is a weekly air-mail news 


release to 67 newspapers in Latin America

Delegates to the 5th Mississippi Valley 
World Trade Conference in convention 
assembled respectfully urge the speedy 
adoption of such bills now in preparation 
or pending in Congress or enactment of 


such executive directives with particular 
reference to the continuance of the recip- 
rocal trade agreements program and the 
revision of the administrative procedures 
of the tariff act of 1930, as are timely and 
effective to simplify, liberalize and stream- 
line the existing U. S. Customs laws and 
procedures, so as to facilitate greater im- 
ports of goods into the United States. 

This will increase dollar availability 
abroad and preserve our own levels of 
manufacture and agriculture through 
healthy export trade and relief to the tax- 
payers, who now bear the burden of clos- 
ing the dollar gap between the United 
States and other nations by loans, grants, 
gifts, etc., which could be reduced or 
eliminated through the balancing of our 
World Trade. 

Delegates to the 5th Mississippi Valley 
World Trade Conference in convention as- 
sembled pledge their strong support to 
the promotion and maintenance of a fully 
adequate privately owned and operated 
United States Merchant Marine to assure 
the shipping services required by our 
business and agriculture and to be avail- 
able for our national security at all times. 

Delegates to the 5th Mississippi Valley 
World Trade Conference in convention 
earnestly recommend to the business com- 
mittees in the larger trading and manu- 
facturing centers of the United States to 
sponsor local import associations, either 
as independent bodies or as affiliates of 
existing civic or professional associations 
to provide means of informing and edu- 
cating their communitzes as to the true 
meaning and importance of imports to 
our local and national economies. 

Delegates to the 5th Mississippi Valley 
World Trade Conference in convention as- 
sembled urge the promotion of Interna- 
tional Trade Fairs in the United States 
as a means of increasing imports, impor- 
tant to our national economy, production 
and employment and which are vital as 
an instrument of preservation of our ex- 
port trade. The conference emphasizes 
the importance of proper sales promotion

Report on the Fourth Session at Geneva 


The fourth session of the Contracting Parties to the General Agreement on 
Tariffs and Trade, which began at Geneva, Switzerland, on February 23, 1950, 
ended last month with the conclusion of a long agenda covering the routine oper- 
ation of the agreement, plans for a third round of tariff negotiations beginning 
in September of this year, and a searching examination of the trade practices of 
participating governments and their effect on the general reduction of barriers 
to international trade, which is the basic objective of the agreement. 

At the session of the Contracting Parties just ended more governments were 
represented, as contracting parties or observers, than at any preceding session. 
Two governments, Indonesia and Greece, became contracting parties to the agree- 
ment during this session, bringing the total number of contracting parties to 26. 
Also attending the meeting were observers from six other governments, which are 
in process of acceding as a result of the second round of tariff negotiations con- 
ducted last year at Annecy, France, and from three additional governments which 
expect to participate in the third round of tariff negotiations and to accede if 
these negotiations are successful. Observers also attended from the International 
Monetary Fund and from the Organization for European Economic Cooperation. 
During the session notice of withdrawal from the agreement was received from 
the Nationalist Government of China. 

The session just ended decided upon 
Torquay, England, as the site for the

third round of tariff negotiations, to begin 
September 28 of this year. These negotia- 
tions will proceed among the _ present 
contracting parties as well as with newly 
acceding governments. 

In setting the stage for the forthcom- 
ing third round of tariff negotiations the 
contracting parties took pains to insure 
that the third round should not be used 
as a medium for raising tariffs, even 
though the technical right exists for each 
contracting party to adjust individual 
rates after January 1, 1951. To this end 
the Contracting Parties considered a pro- 
posal to extend from January 1, 1951, to 
January 1, 1954, the date in Article 
XXVIII after which a contracting party 
may withdraw particular concessions fol- 
Jowing negotiations with interested con- 
tra ting parties. It was decided, however, 
to postpone final action on the proposal 


followed at previous negotiations to the 
effect that the binding of a low rate of 
duty should be considered equivalent to 
the reduction of a high rate. 

Among the most important work of the 
fourth session was an examination of the 
present operation of import and export 
controls of participating countries in order 
to assure that the basic obligations of the 
agreement are being complied with and 
to find means of hastening the end of 
post-war restrictive measures and the 
earlier achievement of the trade objec- 
tives of the agreement. In this connec- 
tion, the Contracting Parties examined 
certain types of export and import re- 
strictions which are being imposed for the 
purpose of prote ting domestic industry or 
promoting exports. In the field of export 
restrictions four types were examined:

REPORT ON FOURTH SESSION AT 
GENEVA—Continued 

* Those export restrictions used by one 
country for the purpose of obtaining re- 
laxation of another country’s import re- 
strictions. 
* Those export restrictions imposed by 
one country to obtain a relaxation of an- 
other country’s export restrictions on 
commodities in short supply, or to obtain 
an advantage in the procurement from an- 
other country of such commodities. 
* Restrictions imposed by a country on 
the export of raw materials in order to 
protect or promote a domestic fabricating 
industry. 
* Export restrictions used by a country 
to avoid price competition among its ex- 
porters. 

There was general agreement among 
the Contracting Parties that, with certain 
minor exceptions, the use of such export 
restrictions for the purposes indicated 
was not in accordance with the General 
Agreement. 

In the field of import restrictions, it was 
recognized that even where such restric- 
tions are imposed for balance-of-payments 
reasons; there could be an incidental pro- 
tective effect which was not intended at 
the time they were imposed. The countries 
agreed that every effort should be made to 
minimize this protective effect to facilitate 
the removal of these restrictions as rapidly 
as balance-of-payments conditions permit. 

Member countries were urged to avoid 
encouragement of investment in enter- 
prises which could not survive without 
protection when the balance-of-payments 
reasons for such protection have disap- 
peared. They were urged to take every op- 
portunity to impress upon producers who 
are protected by such restrictions the fact 
that these restrictions are not permanent. 
Countries were asked to administer such 
restrictions as are necessary on a flexible 
basis and to adjust them to changing cir- 
cumstances. There was agreement that 
where quotas are necessary these should 
preferably be non-bilateral and should ap- 
ply without discrimination to as many 
countries as possible. 

Several specific types of misuse of im- 
port restrictions were cited as inconsistent 
with the General Agreement. Among 
these was the maintenance by a country of 
balance-of-payments-_rectrictions which 
gave priority to imports of particular 
products on the basis of the competitive- 
ness or non-competitiveness of such im- 
ports with a domestic industry. An- 
other type of misuse is the imposi- 
tion by a country of administrative ob- 
stacles to the full utilization of import 
auotas in order to afford protection to a 
domestic industry. Finally the use was 
condemned of import restrictions as a 
means of retaliation against a country 
which has refused to conclude a bilateral

On her maiden voyage, the Bloemfontein

entered the Military School of Chapultepec and the College of Commerce where he received the 
technical training in consular procedure that embarked him on his long and successful career 
in the foreign trade field. 

His first consular appointment came in 1908 when he was assigned as consulate secretary at 
Kansas City, Mo. Later he occupied consular posts in Chicago, St. Louis, New York and Galveston. 
Early in 1910, he was sent to New Orleans as vice-consul and in the following year he took charge 
of the consulate in that city. Mr. Pradillo became attached to New Orleans and decided to make 
it his permanent home, especially in view of the fact that on August 15, 1911 he married Miss 
Anita deBen of that city. He therefore declined the appointment as Consul at Chicago and 
following a long honeymoon in Mexico, he and his wife returned to New Orleans where, on May |, 
1912, he became assistant editor of the Spanish Magazine, Mercurio, published by the Merchants 
and Manufacturers Bureau, and served as secretary of the foreign department of that organi- 
zation. 

In 1913, the New Orleans Association of Commerce was organized. Mr. Pradillo was retained 
by the new association as the manager of its Foreign Department, a post which he has held during 
the past 37 years. In 1949, the name of the organization was changed to New Orleans Chamber 
of Commerce. 

During his many years in New Orleans, Mr. Pradillo was a leader in bringing about a greater 
degree of foreign trade consciousness in that city and in the Mid-Continent area of the United 
States for which New Orleans is the logical world gateway. He played an important role in the 
organization of the Mississippi Valley Association, embracing 26 states, and served as its first 
secretary. Headquarters of this organization were originally in New Orleans but were later moved 
to St. Louis because of the more central location. In 1918, he organized the movement which 
resulted in the enactment by Congress of a law which permitted the establishment of Foreign Trade 
Zones in Continental United States. He likewise assisted in the organization of an Aviation 
Committee within the Association of Commerce, serving as secretary. A major objective of this 
committee was the establishment of air routes trans-Gulf to and from New Orleans. These initial 
activities were instrumental in having New Orleans develop into a major aviation terminal served 
by eight airlines, three offering trans-Gulf services. In 1920, Mr. Pradillo organized the first good 
will mission from the United States to a foreign country, taking 86 New Orleans business men and 
city officials on a tour of Mexico. 

In recognition of the many years that he has devoted to the promotion of world trade and 
to the promotion of closer social and cultural relations among the peoples of the world, many 
countries have conferred honors upon him. The Republic of Latvia, by which he was appointed 
consul soon after that country declared its independence after the First World War, conferred 
upon him the diploma and medal of the Order of the Three Stars. He was made a Knight of the 
Oak by the Duchy of Luxembourg and received the corresponding medal and title. The Republic 
of Costa Rica made him Major-Commanding of its national army and Nicaragua has made him 
an honorary citizen. He is soon to be specially honored by the Republic of Paraguay, for which he 
serves as consul in New Orleans.

“Legislatures and regulatory commissions 
have in their hands today powers which 
unWisely used can destroy the American 
railroads, If they are destroyed, they will 
never be rebuilt.” 


Separate public tribunals ruling on the 
rates railroads can charge and the wages 
they must pay have placed the carriers in 
an “impossible cross-fire,”” J. M. Symes of 
hiladelphia, operating vice president of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, told a Presi- 
dential Fact-Finding Board in Chicago

Class TI railroads in 1949 spent $1,641,406,- 
000 for fuel, materials, and supplies of all 
kinds used in connection with their opera- 
tions, the Association of American Rail- 
reads reports. This was a reduction of 
$541,925,000 compared with such expendi- 
tures made in 1948 and a reduction of 
$267,805.000 compared with those in 1947. 
Expenditures in 1949, however, exceeded 
those made in each of the preceding 23 
years prior to 1947. 

The reduction that took place in the past 
calendar year as compared with 1948 and 
1947 in expenditures for fuel, materials and 
supplies can be attributed in part to the 
reduced level of railroad operations in 1949 
and in part to some declines in prices of

trade agreement with the country con- 
cerned. 

The Contracting Parties agreed in con- 
clusion that each country should review its 
present system of quantitative import and 
export restrictions in the light of the dis- 
cussions carried on during this meeting 
and of the conclusions reached. They also 
recommended to each country that every 
effort be made to acquaint those officials 
responsible for the administration of 
quantitative restrictions or the negotiation 
of trade agreements with the conclusions 
reached at this meeting and with the 
specific provisions of the General Agree- 
ment, in order that such types of restric- 
tions as are not consistent with these con- 
clusions of these provisions may be elimi- 
nated. 

The Contracting Parties also prepared 
the first of a series of annual reports, 
describing and assessing existing discrimi- 
natory balance-of-payments trade restric- 
tions. One of the objectives of this report 
is to examine the effects of import and ex- 
port restrictions in encouraging the de- 
velopment of uneconomic industries, thus 
rendering more difficult the aim of abolish- 
ing bilateralism and restoring interna- 
tional competition in trade. 

This report, which will be published in 
the near future, indicates that while mark- 


ed advances have recently been made by 
many countries in meeting their balance- 
of-payments problems by increased pro- 
duction and exports, it is still evident that 


they have not been able to earn the 
amounts of some currencies, notably 
United States dollars, and certain other 
convertible currencies, which their im- 
porters would desire to expend under a 
regime of non-discriminatory importation. 
The countries concerned, therefore, have 
found it necessary to husband their dollar 
earnings to be used for essential pur- 
chases in the so-called hard-currency areas, 
while permitting their importers a much 
greater degree of freedom in the importa- 
tion of goods from the soft-currency areas. 

Mindful of the fact that the General 
Agreement contains many important pro- 


visions aimed at avoiding the misuse of 
discriminatory import measures, and 
limiting any longer-term adverse effects 
of such practices, the Contracting Parties 
examined, on a country-by-country basis, 
the import procedures of the countries 
taking advantage of these transitional 
period arrangements. Since the agreement 
contemplates that comparative prices will 
continue to play an important role in de- 
termining the source of imports, even in 
the case of countries exercising the right 
to limit hard-currency imports, consider- 
abie attention was given to administrative 
devices employed to carry out this ob- 
jective. Many countries stated that they 
placed considerable importance on prices 
and other commercial considerations in 
administering their licensing procedures, 
in order that the discrimination would not 
result in disadvantageous transactions, 
though it had frequently been necessary 
for certain countries to pay higher prices 
in soft-currency areas in order to conserve 
their hard-currency resources for more 
essential purchases. 

The Contracting Parties also analyzed 
the effects of bilateral arrangements on 
international trade patterns. It was con- 
cluded that, though increases in production 
and currency devaluation have somewhat 
mitigated the effects of bilateralism, there 
remains the danger that bilateral arrange- 
ments together with continuing relatively 
high prices in certain soft-currency mar- 
kets may attract goods which might other- 
wise have found a dollar market and thus 
have served to reduce balance-of-payments 
difficulties. It was also noted that several 
countries consider that their exports have 
been adversely affected to an important 
degree by these arrangements. This was 
particularly emphasized by countries im- 
posing no discriminatory restrictions and 
by those applying such restrictions to a 
relatively small portion of their total im- 
ports. 

Along with other business, the Contract- 
ing Parties granted a request by the 
United States concerning the importation

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of potatoes, examined and made recom- 
mendations on a complaint by Chile 
against an Australian fertilizer subsidy, 
prepared a protocol of rectifications, cor- 
recting errors in the text of certain por- 
tions of the tariff schedules attached to the 
agreement, and took action on applications 
by certain countries to permit the use of 
special measures for their economic de- 
velopment. 

The release granted to the United States 
permits the United States to alter the 
figure in its tariff schedule which deter- 
mines the quantity of potatoes which may 
be imported at the lower rate of duty 
negotiated in 1947. Under the waiver, the 
United States may limit the importation 
of table stock potatoes into the United 
States at the reduced rate to 1 million 
bushels, plus any amount by which the 
domestic crop in 1950 should fall below 
835 million bushels instead of 350 million 
as provided in the agreement. 

The complaint of Chile was against the 
continuation by Australia of a subsidy on 
imported ammonium sulphate after the 
removal of a similar subsidy on imported 
sodium nitrate, a product of Chile. While 
determining that the Australian action 
was not in violation of the agreement, the 
Contracting Parties took into considera- 
tion the fact that both subsidies had been 
in effect at the time that Australia granted 
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a concession on sodium nitrate in the tariff 
negotiations in 1947 and recommended an 
adjustment of the matter by Australia 
that would remove the competitive in- 
equality created by Australia’s action. 

After considering applications to permit 
special measures for economic develop- 
ment purposes, the Contracting Parties 
granted an application from Ceylon for 
permission to regulate the importation of 
cotton verties, or sarongs, in order to en- 
courage the development of a local indus- 
try. A similar application from Syria and 
Lebanon, covering silk fabrics and hosiery 
was rejected because certain information 
necessary to determine whether the pro- 
posed measures meet the criteria of the 
agreement had not been supplied. Action 
on an application from Haiti for a release 
to cover a measure for protection of its 
tobacco-products industry was scheduled 
for consideration at the next session. 

At the close of the conference the dele- 
gate of the United States made a brief 
statement to the effect that the United 
States still considered it important that 
the Contracting Parties devise a method 
of extending most-favored-nation treat- 
ment to Japan on a reciprocal basis and 
that the United States may raise this issue 
during the next session of the Contracting 
Parties at Torquay.

PHILIPPINE IMPORT CONTROLS 

The office of the President of the Philip- 
pines has issued a release dated February 
21, 1950, announcing the decision of the 
Vhilippine cabinet to limit the disbursement 
of dollars for imports in 1950 to the actual 
receipt of dollars from exports and other 
sources during the year ; 

This announcement contains the list of 
priority items included in the eight major 
categories mentioned in Bulletin 1754, but 
this list is intended only as a guide. As yet, 
there is no indication of the amount of 
dollar exchange to be allocated to each 
commodity 


INDONESIAN EXCHANGE 
REGULATIONS 

Effective March 13, 1950, the Indonesian 
Government introduced new exchange regu- 
lations applicable to all exports. Exporters 
of goods and services will continue selling 
proceeds from shipments or services to the 
Foreign Exchange Fund for which they will 
receive the official rate as in the past (the 
dollar rate is 3.79 guilders $1.00), but 
they will now also receive a certificate from 
the Fund authorizing them to repurchase 
50 percent of the proceeds at the same rate. 
The certificates are valid for 30 days and 
will be honored only if accompanied by an 
import license or exchange permit covering 
the purpose for which exchange is desired. 

In the event that the holder of a certifi- 
cate does not wish to use it within 30 days, 
or cannot obtain the required import or 
exchange license, it must be sold to a bank. 
It cannot be sold to a third person. The 
exchange rate applied to the purchase of 
certificates by banks has been fixed at the 
official rate (3.79) plus one half the official 
rate multiplied by 1.99 (3.77), which totals 
7.56 guilders for $1.00. When a bank sells 
a certificate to an importer, the exchange 
rate is 3.81 plus 200 percent of 3.81 or 11.43. 
The difference in the two exchange rates 
creates a profit for the banks equivalent to 
3.87 per dollar, and since the banks act as 
agents for the Foreign Exchange Fund, the 
profit will be at the disposition of the 
rovernment 
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Immediately following the announcement 
of the new exchange regulations, the Indo- 
nesian Government reduced the amount of 
eurrency in circulation by seizing 50 per- 
cent of all bank deposits over 1000 guilders. 
The amounts seized will be regarded as a 
public loan and placed in a “loan account,” 
where they will draw 3 percent interest. 
\t the same time, an order was issued that 
currency in circulation would be cut in 
half, literally, and the left half redeemed 
at 50 percent value for a new currency 
issue, between April 9 and 16. The right 
half will probably be redeemable later, also 
at half value, for government bonds. 


INOMIC MISSION

INTERNATIONAL MAIL 


CYPRUS—The rates applicable to parcel post packages for Cyprus have been increased. 
The new surface parcel rates, including transit charges and surcharges. 

SWEDEN—The resumption of International Money Order Business with Sweden 
effective April 1, 1950. The service will be both ways and will be conducted on the basis 
of the Convention in effect with that Country before the suspension of business in 1941. 
The present conversion rate will be 1 krona=19% cents. 

ARGENTINA—Bank notes, values payable to bearer, jewels, precious stones and other 
precious articles are prohibited by parcel post to Argentina. 

FRENCH SETTLEMENTS OF OCEANIA—Firearms, except hunting arms for which 
the addressee has obtained a permit, are prohibited to the French Settlements of Oceania. 

ALBANIA—Parcel post packages for Albania are now required to have only two 
customs declarations Form 2966, instead of three of such forms as formerly. 

ADEN—Addressees in Aden are required to obtain import licenses for many types of 
merchandise. Such licenses are not required, however, for gift shipments. 

ITALY—tThe following restrictions in the Postal Union (regular) mails to Italy: 
Articles for collections and artistic objects. The importation of postage stamps in the 
regular mails or by parcel post is restricted in accordance with Italian regulations. Mailers 
should consult the addressees to assure compliance with those regulations. 

BU LGARIA—Postage stamps are prohibited in the Postal Union (regular) mails to 
Bulgaria. 

KOREA—Tobacco and tobacco products, furs, silks and embroideries, gambling de- 
vices, toys, jewelry for personal adornment, coral, precious metals, coins and banknotes 
and music recordings are prohibited by parcel post to Korea. 

LEBANON—Service is available for the acceptance of articles in the Postal Union 
(regular) mails other than letters, letter-packages, and post cards for air dispatch to 
Lebanon at the postage rate of 52 cents for the first two ounces and 31 cents for each 
additional two ounces or fraction thereof. 

he articles that may be sent to Lebanon at the foregoing rates include commercial 
papers, printed matter in general, printed matter for the blind, samples of merchandise 
and small packets 

Such articles sent by air must be prepared, according to classification, in the same 
manner as for surface transmission, and bear the air-mail label or marking in addition 
to any other required endorsement. 

BULGARIA—tThe rate applicable to parcel post packages for Bulgaria has been in- 
creased. The new surface parcel rate. including a transit charge, is 16 cents for each 
pound or fraction thereof, with a weight limit of 22 pounds.

NEW ORLEANS FOREIGN TRADE ZONE 

Approval of plans for the construction of a wharfhouse extension at the New Orleans 
foreign-trade zone, and for the revision of the zone’s boundary, was announced by Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce Thomas C. Blaisdell, Jr. 

The new construction at the New Orleans foreign-trade zone will consist of a one- 
story steel frame building, with corrugated steel siding, and equipped with an automatic 
water sprinkler system. The new building, costing approximately $250,000, will add over 
41,000 square feet to the present covered area of the zone. Revision of the present zone 
boundary is expected to permit greater efficiency in general port operations. 

Application for approval of the new construction and for permission to revise the 
zone boundary was submitted by the Board of Commissioners of the Port of New Orleans, 
the grantee of Foreign-Trade Zone No. 2, through E. H. Lockenberg, general manager of 
the port. 

Last year the Foreign-Trade Zones Board approved the construction of a vacuum 
fumigation plant at the New Orleans zone During the first six months of the plant’s 
operation a wide variety of commodities under U. S. quarantine restrictions were imported 
for the first time into the Gulf area via the New Orleans foreign-trade zone.

SHIPPER’S EXPORT DECLARATIONS—MAIL 

Reference is made to Foreign Commerce Statistical Decision 2 amending Foreign 
Commerce Statistical Regulations with respect to the filing of a Shipper’s Export 
Declaration for shipments of merchandise by regular mail or parcel post to a foreign 
country or United States territory in accordance with regulations issued by the Inter- 
Rational Postal Service of the United States Post Office Department Foreign Commerce 
Statistical Decision 26 is rescinded by Decision 72 

The revised postal regulations (United States Official Postal Guide—Part II, July 1949, 
Bection 84, revised December 6, 1949) for the use and preparation of Commerce Form 
97525-V are quoted in part below 

4. Export declarations and licenses—(a) In order to enable the Department of 
Commerce to compile statistics of commercial exports by regular mail or parcel post 
(surface or air), postmasters at first-, second-, and third-class offices will require busi- 
hess concerns sending merchandie valued at $25 and over to other business concerns 

(1) from continental United States, Alaska, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, or the Virgin Islands 
of the United States to any foreign country and to the Canal Zone; 

(2) from continental United States to its noncontiguous territories or possessions

Page 1406 

The President's Proclamation No. 2695, dated July 4, 1946, recognized the independence 
of the Philippines as a separate and self-governing nation, thus bringing the Philippines 
within the purview of statutes relating to foreign countries generally and rendering of no 
force or effect sections 6 and 7 of the Act of March 8, 1902 (19 U. S. C. 152a, 152b), which 
were applicable before the recognition by the United States of the independence of the 
Philippines.

Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 or 100 percent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouses or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation within 
a period of three years. Drawback is also allowable upon the exportation of articles 
manufactured or produced in the United States with the use of imported merchandise: 
meats cured with imported salts; flavoring extracts, medicinal or toilet preparations 
manufactured in the United States with the use of domestic alcohol on which internal 
revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels manufactured or produced with the use 
of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol and articles on which processing or 
excise tax has been paid.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress Assembled, That (a) paragraph 391 of the Tariff Act of 1930 is hereby 
amended by inserting the word “tin” after the comma following the word “gold” in the 
first proviso of that paragraph 

(b) Paragraph 393 of the Tariff Act of 1930 is hereby amended by inserting a comma 
and the word “tin” after the word “lead” in the first proviso of that paragraph 

(c) This Act shall be effective as to merchandise entered for consumption, or with- 
drawn from warehouse for consumption, on and after the thirtieth day after the enact- 
ment of this Act. [Publie Law No. 444, Sist Congress.] 

Please note that the exemption authorized by this public law will be effective as to 
merchandise entered for consumption, or withdrawn from warehouse for consumption, 
on and after March 10, 1050.

SWEDEN—ANNECY TRADE AGREEMENTS 

The following is a detailed description of the concessions which the United States 
granted to Sweden at Annecy. The modified rates of duty which these concessions provide 
are scheduled te go into effect on May 1, 1950, since Sweden signed the Annecy Protocol 
to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade on March 31, 1950. 

These concessions and the date on which they become effective must be formally 
proclaimed by the President, in accordance with the provisions of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act. But in view of the fact that the President may not issue the required 
proclamation until just prior to May ist, we are publishing the list of concessions now 
for the convenience of our readers. 

All articles listed below will be subject to the modified rates of duty provided for 
them when imported from any country. The modified rates will be applied to the appro- 
priate articles which are entered for consumption or which are withdrawn from bonded 
warehouse for consumption on and after May 1, 1950.

Pursuant to the first proviso of Nursery Stock, Plant, and Seed Quarantine No. 37 
(7 CFR 319.37 (a)), the Chief of the Bureau of Entomology and Plant Quarantine hereby 
amends administrative instructions exempting certain restricted articles from some of the 
requirements of the nursery stock, plant, and seed quarantine regulations (7 CFR 319.37-2a, 
B. E. P. Q. 576; 14 F.R. 1167, effective March 15, 1949) to read as follows: 

319.37-2a Administrative instructions exempting certain restricted articles from some 
of the requirements of the Nursery Stock, Plant, and Seed Quarantine Regulations.—The 
+ laa articles are hereby exempted from the requirements of the regulations specified 
,elow: 

testricted plant material (except Aglaonema) for food, analytical, medicinal, or manu- 
facturing purposes, enterable under § 319.37-2, is hereby exempted from the notice of 
arrival requirements of § 319.37-11. 

All seeds of field crops, vegetables, and annual, biennial and perennial flowers which 
are essentially herbaceous in character (except seeds of Lathyrus, Vicia, and okra), enter- 
able under § 319.37-4, are hereby exempted from the notice of arrival requirements of 

319.37-11 when the inspector at any port shall find and shall so inform the importers 
‘oncerned that equivalent information is obtainable from ships’ manifests or other sources 
and that the notice of arrival requirements are being waived. 

grains and cereals from Canada which are restricted plant material enterable 

319.37-2 are hereby exempted from the provisions of 319.37-7, 319.37-8, 319.37-9, 
319.37-11, 319.37-15, and 319.37-16, relating respectively to costs and charges, inspection, 
treatment, notice of arrival, freedom from soil, and approved packing materials. 

These instructions shall be effective March 6, 1950. 

The purpose of this amendment is to add to present exemptions a waiver of notice of 
arrival requirements insofar as they apply to certain seeds when an inspector at any port 
shall find and shall so inform interested importers that equivalent information is obtain- 
able from ships’ manifests or other sources and that such requirements are so waived. 
Essential information concerning such shipments is usually obtainable from ships’ mani- 
fests. In such cases, it is no longer considered necessary to require the furnishing of a 
notice of arrival. To this extent, the amendment relieves restrictions heretofore imposed. 
At some of the larger ports, however, operational proc edures are such that it is impracti- 
cable to waive the notice of arrival requirements for these articles. 

It is important that shippers be afforded this relief at the earliest possible date. 
Accordingly, pursuant to the provisions of section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act 
(5 U. S. GC. 1003), it is found, upon good cause, that notice and public procedure on this 
amendment are impracticable and contrary to the public interest, and good cause is found 
for the issuance of the amendment effective less than 30 days after its publication in the 
Federal Register. [B. E. P. Q@. 576, Revised.]

CERTIFICATION OF IMPORTED PLANT MATERIAL 
BUREAU OF ENTOMOLOGY AND PLANT QUARANTINE 

On January 26, 1950, there was published in the Federal Register (15 F.R. 451), a 
notice of proposed rule making concerning an amendment of 319.37-13 of the regulations 
supplemental to the quarantine relating to the importation of nursery stock, plants, and 
seeds (7 CFR 319.37-13). After due consideration of all relevant matters presented, 
including the proposals set forth in the notice, and pursuant to the authority conferred 
upon me by section 5 of the Plant Quarantine Act of 1912 (7 U. S. C. 159), § 319.37-13 is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

319.37-13 Certification. (a) All restricted plant material from countries with official 
systems of inspection, except that entering pursuant to § 319.37-2, shall be accompanied 
by an original certificate attached to the invoice, and each container shall bear a copy- 
certificate, issued by a duly authorized official of the country of export stating (1) the 
country where the restricted plant material covered by the certificate was grown, (2) that 
it has been thoroughly inspected by him, or under his direction, both during the growing 
season and at the time of packing, and was found, and believed to be, free from plant 
pests, (3) that it is free from all sand, soil, or earth, except for restricted plant material 
under § 319.37-5, and (4) that only approved packing materials have been used. If th 
restricted plant material was not produced in the country from which it is shipped to t’ 
United States, the certificate and copy-certificate required in this paragraph must hav 
been issued by the duly authorized official of the country where such material was grown. 
In addition, all restricted plant material entering the United States from any foreign 
country or locality, except that entering pursuant to § 319.37-2, shall be accompanied by 
an original certificate attached to the invoice, and each container shall bear a copy- 
certificate, issued by a duly authorized official of the country where such material was 
grown, stating that the restricted plant material covered by the certificate was grown on 
land on which no golden nematode (Heterodera rostochiensis Wr.) is known by him to 
occur. In countries where the golden nematode is reported to occur the certificate shall, 
in addition, state the date of the most recent inspection of the land in which the restricted 
plant material was grown. These two forms of certification may be included in a single 
certificate.* 

(b) All restricted plant material entering the United States from Canada pursuant to 
§ 319.37-5 when considered as of Canadian origin or production as specified in § 319.37-5 (c) 
shall be certified as of such origin by a duly authorized official of the Dominion pursuant 
to paragraph (a) of this section. 

This amendment shall be effective July 1, 1950. 

The purpose of this amendment is to provide, in addition to previous requirements, 
that plant material, including bulbs, from all foreign countries shall be certified by a duly 
authorized official of the country where such material was grown as having been grown 
on land on which no golden nematode is known to occur. 

Further, it provides that the certifying inspector in the country of export shall state 
in the certificate that the restricted plant material was inspected both during the growing 
season and at the time of packing. It also requires that when restricted plant material 
was not produced in the country from which it is shipped to the United States the cer- 
tificate must be issued by an official in the country where such material was grown.

TEMPORARY WAIVER—IMPORTATION OF POTATOES 


The Department of State announced that the Interdepartmental Committee on Trade 
Agreements has recommended that application be made immediately to the Contracting 
Parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, at the Fourth Session now meeting 
in Geneva, Switzerland, under the provisions of Article XXV, paragraph 5 (a), of the 
General Agreement, for a temporary waiver with respect to the United States tariff 
obligation concerning the importation into the United States of white or Irish potatoes, 
other than certified seed potatoes. 

Under the agreement as it now stands table potatoes in addition to the normal 
1,000,000-bushel tariff quota are permitted entry at the tariff-quota rate of 37% cents (the 
non-quota rate is 75 cents) per 100 pounds by the amount that the September 1 crop 
estimate of the United States Department of Agriculture is less than 350 million bushels. 

It is proposed that, under the contemplated change, for the crop year 1950-1951, this 
figure be reduced to 335 million bushels, which is the United States Department of Agri- 
culture production goal, so that additional quantities above the normal tariff quota need 
not be permitted entry at the 37% cent rate unless the September 1 estimate falls below 
335 million bushels.
